The report is as follows. o 

d The committee appointed to confer with the Supreme 
Executive Council of Penof,Ivania, on the practicabitiiy of 
taking effectual meafures to fupport the public authority in 
confequence of the diforderly and manacing appearance of 
a body of armed foldiers, furrowadiag the place where Con- 
gres weré affembled, on Saturday the 21h inflant, beg 
leave to report. 
» That they hada conference the morning following, with 
the Supreme Executive Council, asd having communicated 
their refolution on that fubject, informed the Council that 
Congrefs con fidered the proceeding on which that refolani 
on was founded of fo ferious a nature as to render pallia- 
tives improper, and to require that vigorous meafures 
fhould be taken to put a flop to the further progrefs of the 
evil and to compel fub-iffion on the part of the offeaders. 
That in this view they had thought it expedient to declare 
to the Executive ot the State in which they refide, the ne- 
ceffity of takiag effeCtual meafures for fupporting the pub. 
lic authority. That though they had dec'ined a fpecifica- 
tioa of the meafures which they wot'd deem cff.ftual, it was 
their fenfe that a number of the militia howd be immedi- 
ately called out fufficient to fupprefs the revolt That 
Congrefs uawilling to expofe the United States to a repeti- 
tion of theinfult, had fufpended their ordinary de‘iberations 
ia this city, till proper feps cculd be takeu to provide a= 
gaint the poffibility of ir. 

‘The Council after fome converf:tion, informed the com- 
mittee that they would with, previous to a determination, to 
afcertain the {tate and difpofition of themilitia, aad to con- 
fule theofficers for that purpofe. è 

The day tollowing, the committee waited upon the Coun- 
cil for their final refolurion, having previoufly prefented a 
letter addrefled to his Excellency the Prefident, of which a 
copy is annexed, requeftiag the determination of the Coun- 
cil ia writing. 

The Council declined a written anfwer, alledging that it 
had been voufual oo fimilar occafions, that they were un- 
willing to do any thiog which might appear an innovation 
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ia the manner of conduéting of conferexccs between thele 
body and committees of Congrels ; adding however, that 
they weie ready togivd their anfx er in writing, if Congrefy 
thonid reqneft it, ‘They then procedded toa verbal anfwée 
in fabflante as follows :

do very thing la their power to fupport its dignity. That 
they regretted the iafule which had happened, with this ad- 
ditional mative of fenfibility, that they had themfelves had 
a principal (hare init. That they had confilted a number 
of well informed officers of the militia, and found that no- 
thing in the prefent fate of things was to be expected from 
that quarer. That the militia of the city in general were 
nót only ill provided for firvice, but difiaclined to a& upon 
the pre‘eat occafion. That the Council did not believe any 
exertions were to be looked for from them, cxcept in tafe uf 
furthér obtrape and adtual violence to perfon of property. 
That io fuch cafe, a re(pectable body of citizens wobid arm 
for the fectrity of their property and of the public peace ; 
but it was to be doùbted what the-fure of outtape would 
produce this effect, and in particular, it was not td be cx- 
pected merely from á repetition of the infalt which had 
happened. ; , 

The Councilobferved, that théy thought it their duty to 
communicate their exp-cta'iond with candor, and pafied 
from the fubjeftof the practicability of vigorous meafures 
tè the-policy of them, They fated that General St. Clair, 
with the approbation of feveral members of Congrefs and of 
Council, Kad by a declaration in, writing, permitted the mu- 
tincers to chooféa committee of Commi ffioned officers to re- 
prefent their griévances to Coundil, and had anthorifed theox 
to expect that a conference would be allowed for that pur- 
pote. That it was faid, the matineers began to be con. 
vinced of their error, end were preparing fabmiflions, 
That from the fleps which had been taken, the bufinefs 
feemed to be in a train of negociation, and that it merited 
confideration how far it would bè pradent to terminate the 
matter in that wdy rather than employ coercive means. 

The committee remarked with refpeét to the fcruple a- 
bout giving an apfwer in writing, that they could pct for- 
bear differing io opinion as to its propriety.

A 

few days atter,advices came, that a party hadactaally thrown 

off all obedience to their officers, and marched to Philedel- 

phia, notwithftandiog the utmott exertions of their ollicers 


to prevent ít. Accordingly on Thurfday the 17th ult. a- 


bua: 80 fuldiers without their officers, but comp:etely arm- 
ed with bayonets fixed, drums beating, aod greea boughs ia 
their hats, marched dowa market-{treet, aad proceeded to 
the barracks, where there were quartered ‘150 old faldiers 
dately arrived from Carolina, the corps of artillery, and o- 
thers of different corps to the amouat of goo ia the whole, 
No meafuies were takea, except conferences between the 
Prefideot and Council aod Congrefs, till the Saturday fol. 
Jowiag ; when, to -the afonithuent of the city, and the 
publie difhonor, thefe troops with fixed ‘bayonets, and 
drums beating, marched to the State Houfe, the feat of Con 

grefs and the Supreme Executive Council. —Having placed 
guards at she different doors, and feat cif detachments to 
thofe places where they fuppofed arms and ammunition 
were depofited, they feat up a written paper to tha Prefi 

deac and Council, defiring that they might be aathorifed to 


_choole their own officers, and .demandiug an anfwer is 20 


aiagutes, or an caraged foldiery would be lec ia upon them. 
No addrefs was made to Congsefs, which was affembl:d up 
on fpecial befiaefs ; but not choofiag to deliberare under 
the bayoncts of an armed mob, they re.ired withoùt any 
other infult offered to them collectively ar individually 
In the mean time the foldiery gicw very clamorous, com 
plaining of the detention of their pay, whilzall the cisi! ofi- 
cers uader Congrefs were amply and puogtaally paid—of 
the nou-fettement of their accounts, and attempts to dif 
band them without fuch fettlement—intermixt general re- 
proache3 on pubiic authority of every kind, efpecially upon 


“thofe officers whofe duty they conceived it was to effect 


fuch fettiemeot—and threats of violence if their camplaiats 
were not inilaatly attended to. In the mean time the wea- 
ther being warm, and a tavern very convenient, many of 
them got intoxicated, and others being converfed with by 
diffcrent pecfons, grew more reafonable and modeuate, efpe- 
cially the old foldiers from Carolina, for it hould be obferv- 
ed, the molt noify and troublefome were the recruits, many 
of whom hżd pot even a uniform, and had not been in ac: 
tual fervice duriag the war, 

Towards evening they were purfuaded to retura to the 
barracks, which they did ; and Suoday and Monday pafled 
quietly over, during which the Prefident and Council had 
frequent meetings and confereuces with a committee of 
Congrefs appointed for that purpole, the importof which I 


am not ablé to inform your readers, farther than that Con. 
grefs finding their dignity and eved fafety fo endangered, 
urged in very prefflag terms for fome meafures to be takea 
tor the fécurity of both, or at leaft for affurances what they 
were, to expect ; to which they were not able to obtain any 
fatisfactory aofwer antil Tuefday. This interval was {pent 
in deliberations of council, without doy refult or plan, and 
obferwations upon the proceediogs at the barracks, where the 


dwiog which, the city was io a ftate of molt anxious and 
difagreeable fulfence. On Tucfday the Prefident called the 
field bfficers of the militia together, which was the firit offi- 
cial notice of them ia the whole tranfaction 3 there it is faid 
his Excellency communicated it, accompanied with fomd 
obfervaiions, and a requeft of information what might ba 
expected from the militia in cafe of any call for affidance. 
After fme deliberations it was concluded, that a formal 
legal call would be inadequate to the prefet emergency, as. 
the law required three days notice ; but, in cafe of neceffity 
they fhould be called on as volunteers. They farther ex+ 
prefed as a general fentiment, that the people were maci 
at a lofs to Know what the complaiats of the foldicrs pre- 
cifely were, that the militia would readily tora out to fup- 
prefs any violence to private or public property, or perfonal- 
afety, or any infult to public authority or private individe- 
als ; or ìf the complaints and demands of the foldiery were 
unreafooable, aod they Aill continue to urge them ; but ther 
it appeared equitable to permit them to {tate their grieean- 
ces, aad if they appeared to Be really fuch, it could not b: 
doubted they would be redrefled. This Lam well affure i 
was the fubflaace of the report; thoaph fome of the officers 
went fo far as toaffure the Prefident, that if he would pice 
official orders, they would undertake to execute theca in

ticed and Ubpunithed. What report was made to Congrefs

The next day after Congrefs had left the city, fome ex- 
preflions refpefting the bank Having drapt at the barracks; 
with hints of fe'zing fome perfons as hoftages for their owa 
fafety, an alarm ‘was jaftantly given, and the Prelident ree 
quetied the affiftance of the citizens ; upon which a guard 
was immediately turned out by the militia for the bauk« 
However,the night pafled away io perfect tranquillity, Dur- 
ing the night, fome of the officers had the curiofiry to view 
the proceedings at the barracks, where they found the arms 
ofthe main guard grounded fo the barrack fquare, moft of 
the guard afleep, and only one ceatinal co adtual duty and 
awake, This carelefs poflure fuggefled an idea of furprif- 
ing them ; but it was pot caccuraged, though apparently 
very practicable. `

B'ore th’s ima, in confquence of fome permiffion or 
čsàaisvzsce from the Prefideat and Council, the mutinous 
foldiery had chofza fuadry officers to ftate their grievances, 
aad frame a publication of the caules of the mutiny. Bat 
whild this was fuppofed to be ia agitation, a melfeoger came 
frattily from the bartacks with a ietter to aa officer, who, 
though fa towa, was oot in the way to receive it ; but it 
was delivered to forie others of the committee of officers, 
who fuppofing it related to the bufinels of their appoint- 
mont, opahed if, and found it figaed with the initials of the 
names of two officers, alfuof the committee, who have fince 
abíconded ; the letter was very (hort, importiog their advice 
to take meafures for his own Safety, as they could not prot .& 
hia. This was at firk fight conftrued iato a hottile de- 
Eldtation againft the officers, and that the foldiers meant to 
throw every thing into confuficn, feize them aod the officers 
of, government, &c. &s The towa was foon filled with 
thefe alarming Meas. Orders were now iaftaatly given for 
the light horie and militia to turn out for immediate fervice, 
and every thing wore the face of immediate hofility. At 
the barracks there was little lefs alarm ; for as it has fiace 
appeared, the deliga of the letter had béen wholly miftaken. 
The fat was, thofe two officers either defired to criminate 
aa innocent colleague, or to guard him againft the danger- 
ous coafequences of any loager fomeatiog and condufing 
the mutiny ; and their accomplices alarazed with the militia 
turning out a guard the eveniog before, and the difpofition 
to check them, which began to manifeft itfelf at the depar- 
ture of Congrefs, and particularly the proclamation, which 
confirmed a report that Congrefs had ordered the General 
aad a body of troops from camp, all coafpired to damp their 
proceediags. Several of the offi.ers exerted themfelves with 


. great zealand adtivity to improve thefe circumftances, fo as 


to éncreafe ‘the terror which had vifibly taken place It has 
besa before remarked, that the troops from Carolina ‘had 
never heartily engaged ia the mutioy ; we‘oeght alfo io 
juftice to add, that Col. Porter's artillery, as weil at the 
State Houfe as afterwards, difcovered a much better difpo- 
fitioa than the others, and even fhewed a defire of returning 
to their obedience, under their officers—Col, Porter.was 
among the foremoft in his exertions to reftore peace and good 
order, Nor ought the conduct of a Capt. Boude to pafs 
without particular notice, as be inftaotly punifhed ia‘the- 
ma oft examplary manaer, a foldier, and fome ill-iatentiOned 
inhabitant, who were endeavouring to counteract the mez- 
fures to bring the mutineers tothsir daty Fiaally, this 
company of Capt. Boude’s, under his infuence, led the way 
to opea fu dmiffion ; the officers having prevailed on the mea 
to lay down their arms, to feek the Prefideot and Cowacil, 
or ia their abfeace the Prefident, and retract their proce:d- 
iags, which they accordingly did ; and his Excellency, be- 
ing mouated on a table in the ftreet, made them a fpesch, 
alter which they returned to the barracks in good order : 
The next day a part marched of to Lancafter, and peace 
aad tranquility have been again reltored to this city and its 
‘environs. 

Thus I have endeavoured to give your readers a faithful 
detail of this important tranfaGtion, which I thall conclude 
by leaving them to thofe reflections which will dowdrlefs a- 
rife—when thsy look on former occurrences io this city.. 
However the State may fuffer ia its credit or iaterctt, it is” 
to be hosed a leffoa of candour and moderation of cenfure 
will be taught by it to thofe who have been fo ready on 
former occafioas to crimtoate thofe who had the direction 
of public affairs on critical occafions, It is alfoto he hoped 
the Honourable Congrefe when they confider that the fenfe 
of the city was either mifunderffood, or not fufficiently tri- 
ed, will lay afide any prejudices they mey have entertained, 
and again favour it with their refidence.
